ANECDOTES. 

The rooms of hotels in this city during 1850 
were being daily robbed of smal articles be- 
longing to the inmates. Servants and others 
were suspected without cause. One of the 
officials of the Galt one day saw a man with 
a very fine cloak. On descending the main 
stairs, the cloak being too large for him and 
too fine for such of his other garments as 
were visible, the officfal asked him the num- 
ber of his room. He said No. 18, then 78. 
The official took him to the office, pulled the 
cloak off of him, and found on his arms pants 
and vests, and in his pockets eravate, hair- 
brushes, eombs, collars, &c., stolen from vari- 
ous apertments. The Major arrived and 
took him to the store room, and was prepar- 
ing to cowhide the thief when the police ar- 
rived and protested, saying while in their cus- 
tody he could not be molested. The Major 
wook the ground that the thief was In his and 
not their custody. Having to yield the point, 
he offered the police $100 to retire and allow 
him to carry out his punishment. The police 
declined and took their prisoner to jail. In 
his house were found stolen goods from the 
hotel which must have cost upward of $500. 
Upon his trial his witnesses proved him in- 
sane, and he went clear. 

The sidewalk of the old Galt was a favorite 
resort. One afternoon an Italian plaster-Paris 
toy-maker was there with his stand of mer- 
chandise, consisting of babies, roosters, birds, 
Napoleons, &c. He approached @ young man 
and asked him to buy. The young man told 
bim to go away or he would break up his 
stock, and broke one.

Bishop, Bsq., a popu 
lar hotel-keeper of New Orleans, «t thas time of 
the Louisville Hotel. Messrs. Faulds & Bish- 
op kept the house until 1554, when they sold 
out to the late John Raine, who kept it 
until his death, and was succeeded by Capt 
Bilas Miller, On the lst of January, 1965, the 
hotel passed into the hands of Throekmorton, 
Anderson & Milton, e0 that Major Throckmor} 
ton was one of its first and last proprietors.

“Major Aris Throckmorton was born 
in Virginia, and I think In the county of Fred- | 
erick. His early manhood was spent in the 
county of Nicholas, in this State, in which 
county his father and two brothers, after their | 
removal to Kentucky, livedand died. He was 
remarkable for strength and activity, and his 
youthful compeers often witnessed and ad- 
mired his prowess in the athletic exercises and. 
struggles in which they engaged. Courageous 
and patriotic, he was a volunteer in one or 
raore of the campaigns of the war of 1812, 
What rank he held in his regiment I do not 
know, 
him, he was always distinguished by the title 
of Major. 


Paris, in the county of Bourbon. He after- 
wards kept for ashort time the house at the 
Lower Blue Licks, in the county of Nicholas. 
From that place he removed to Louisville, 
where, at firet in conjunction with Mr. Ever- 
ett, and afterwards as sole proprietor, he es- 
tablished and maintained the reputation of 
the old Galt House as one of the best hotels 
tn the United States. At Paris and at the 
Blue Licks, as at Louisville, his hotel was al- 
ways peculiarly attractive to the public. At 
each place he exhibited the same polite atten- 
tion as a host, the same energy and regard 
for order, a8 master and manager of his house 
and household, the same liberality and care tn 
providing in abundant quantity, and of the 
best quality, whatever the region might af- 
ford for the comfort and gratification of his 
cats. 

“Major Throckmorton was a most accom- 
plished landlord. Buthe was more. He had 
the manners and sentiments and principles of 
agentieman. He associated asa gentioman 
with gentlemen of the highest distinction. By 
his honorable bearing he commanded the re- 
spect of all; while his sterling good qualitics 
gained for him the friendship of many. He 
was a high-spirited man, a high-toned gentle- 
man. Warm and hasty in his resentments, 
he cherished mo feeling of malignity. Ardent 
and zealous in his friendships, he was trne 
and constant to his friends. He did not meas- 
ure good offices with them; but showed them 
as occasion was presented, ungrudgingly and 
without expectation of recompense, unless in 
the gratification of having shown them. This 
I may say from experience; since knowing that 
my friendship conferred no beneflt on him, I 
am yct gratcfully conscious of advantage ac- 
cruing to myself from repeated evidences of 
his lovg continued friendsbip for me.”’

iInsuranee of only $39,508. The ‘furniture, 
fixtures, &c., of the house, which were the 
property of the new lessees, Messrs. Throck- 
morton, Anderson & Milton, were valued at 


merchants, and W. A. Warner, dealer in cigars, 
but thea? losses were fully covered by insur- 
ance. Messrs, Martin & Co. had stored in the 
cellar of the house oecupied by Buchanan 400 
barrels of fime whisky, all of which was de- 
stroyed. Their loss was $40,000, with $20,000 
insurance. 

The hotel was erowded with guests. Num- 
bers of them made miraculous escapes, and 
two, W. T. Hamna, of Shelbyville, Ky., and 
W. M. Mills, perished in the flames. Opin- 
ions differed whether the fire was the work of 
4neendiaries or caused by embers failing 
among some clethes in the back part of the 
building. The approximate loss was $800,- 
000, with abont $250,000 imsurance, The 
amount of private property destroyed was very 
large. A majority of the guests lost their 
baggege, anda large number of persons, in a 
bad season of the year, were thrown out 
of employment. Hundreds of servants 
were deprived of situations and ren- 
dered homeless. Nearty all of the cham- 
bermaids, about seventy-fiYVe to num- 
ber, and many of them excellent giris, escaped 
from the burning building in their night 
clothes, all of their clothing and private effects 
being consumed by the flames. Major Throck- 
morton and Mr. Anderson, the lesseesof the 
hotel, suffered terribly by the fire, yet they 
paid the girls more than the wages due them, 
so as partially to relieve their sufferings.

BEAUTIFUL REVERIE. 

On the morning after the fearful catastrophe, 
Mr. Prentice wrote in this sadly eloquent 
strain: ‘‘The Galt House is in ruins! The 
beautiful structure has succumbed to the ravy- 
ages of the destroying clement. The fre has 
done ite work. The stately edifice, so long 
the pride and fame of our city, is now a huge, 
unshapely mass, Nothing but the paked, 
blackened, crumbling walls of the building 
remain to mark the spot, and tower, sepul- 
chral like, over the piles of rubbish and the 
waste of ruin. For years the Galt House 
has been associated with the name of Louig- 
ville, and phe ong wae Dot more widely 
known than the other. We ean (as 
upon the heap of ruins ouly with feelings 
of sadness. Many fond associations were 
eonnected with the building, but nearly all 
have been swept away by the ruthicas hand of 
fire. Around each room clustered memories 
dear to the heart, and the corridors and par- 
lors, long so familiar to the public, scemed 
like old friends. The famous men of the land 
have mingled with the throngs in the parlors, 
trod the halls with stately step, and wooed 
sweet sleep upon the downy beds of the 
rooms. Inthe spacious dining-saloon hun- 
dreds of quests daily gathered around the ta- 
bles, and the buzz of white-liveried servants, 
the flashes of merriment, the expressions of 
sentiment, the sparkle of bright eyes, 
the wealth of beaming smiles, the reflec- 
tion of mirrors, the gay decorations, and the 
murmur of voices, gave an alr of enchant- 
ment to the place, and made it seem almost 
like a vision from fairy-land. Who can tell 
how many conquests have been made beneath 
the roof of the stately building, how often 
Cupid has practised his wiles, and how many 
hearts haye surrendered to the god of love! 
But memories of joyous scenes are not alone 
associated with the building. Down the halis, 
with slow and measured tread, have been 
borne the biers, and in the parlors coffined 
forms of the homored dead have been laid 
In state. The plumed hearse has waltct 
at the door, and uncovered heads have 
been bowed in mute respect and goer- 
rew. The news of the destruction of 
the Galt House, as it spreads thro + the 
land, will awaken feelings of regret and sad- 
ness in the hearts of many of the illustrious 
sons Of America, now in the enjoyment of 
life. Inthe halls of Congress the fews will 
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receive something more than a passing 
thought.

THE GREAT OONFLAGRATION, 

On the ist of January, 1865, Captain Miller 
sold his lease of the old Galt House to Throck- 
morton, Anderson & Milton, and on the morn- 
ing of the 11th—just ten days after the sale— 
the memorable pile, in the dread embrace of 
the fire-king, was reduced to ashes. Most of 
our citizens have a vivid recollection of this 
appalling calamity, but there is in it a mourn- 
ful interest which calls for a rehearsal of the 
story. The fire originated in the rear of the 
hotel, between 12 and 1 e’clock a. mw, in a 
dummy used for raigiag coal from the cellar to 
each of the floors above, and a strong draft 
caused the flames to ascend and increase in 
fury as they did so. On each of the floors 
were passages extending from the front to the 
rear of the building, and as the flames reach- 
ed each floor they ran through the passagos, 
eo that when the fire was discovered it 
was on three, floors at the same time, 
The alarm was at once giver by persons rush- 
ing through the hotel knocking at the doors, 
end shouting ‘‘fire!” ‘‘firel’’ at the top of their 
voices, The guests thus aroused out of -a
